The 5 Board of Education Pre- 
pares Questions.. 

The County Board of Education was in 
session Friday evening and yesterday. 
Questions were prepared and adopted for 
the annual examinations, for promotion and 
graduation in the county schools. The ex- 

aminations will be held in all * scheols 
May 234 and 27th. 

The following amendment to the rules 
of the board was adopted: 

“Arithmetic, grammar and orthography 
are test subjects. Applicants for grammar 
grade and grammar-school course certifi- 
cates must obtain 75 1 cent. on an average

‘The coo-ee-waa go up 
the river by tens of thousands. They 
then swim upon the surface of the water 
with great splashing and plunging. 
The noise made by a large school of 
them can be heard 300 or 400 yards. 
The whites first saw these fish in the 
spring of 1860, at the time of the Piute 
war. A companꝝ of soldiers was en- 
camped on the Truckee river. In the 
night horses, which were picketed on 
the bank of the river, were stampeded. 
Rushing out, the soldiers heard a great 
noise in the river. They sup that 
a large force of Indians was swimming 
over to attack them,and they opened fire 
into the water. They fired away for an 
hour or two, seemingly without effect, 
as the splashing and plunging continu- 
ed. The men were much mystified, but 
they understood the mys 
ing when another large school of fish 
passed the camp. .
